The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-2 
and 4-9: The prior art fails to explicitly teach the claimed method for assembling a 2- 
piece door skin comprising bottom and top skins with bent and folded longitudinal edges 
having complementary hems, holding a bottom skin an upwardly open pan manner, 
holding the top skin in an inverted pan manner, interlocking to form a seam by providing 
a protrusion in the top skin and a pulling means fastened onto the protrusion to pull the 
top skin into alignment with the bottom skin.
